New York, September 24.—The 
year 1907-has been one of remarka- 
ble contrasts—in fact, I may say, the 
most remarkable contrast in all the 
centuries.

is on, the land bristles with bayonets. 
The amended census, made accurate 
by the command of the Dowager Em- 
press, places the population of "The 
Celestial Empire" at 500,000,000 in- 
stead of 300,000,000 which had been 
received as the official enumeration 
ever since the days of Confucius.

Notwithstanding her troubles at 
home Russia yet looks with greedy 
'" eyes upon Manchuria and both China 
and Japan will dispute her posses- 
sion; and a conflict may not be far 
off that may alter the map of the 
eastern world.-* 
Japan has £aken 
Corea under her wing and proposes 
to give her the protection of which 
she stood in. such perilous need; with 
no army and no navy she might be- 
come the helpless thrall of Russia, 
who'se supremacy would mean a more 
complete degradation that the Rus- 
sian serf endures and suffers on his 
native soil, for, there he realizes after 
all the, truth of the old proverb 
"Blood' is thicker than water." 
In 
Corea's case .there is the choice of 
Japan, with a stable government, its 


i nobble ideals and its advancing civili- 
zation—or Russia, with its barbarous 


' 
despotism, which tramples under its 
iron heel every vestige of human 
rights and places the power of life 
and death for millions, of people in 
the hands of an absolute tyrant who 
acknowledges no accountability to 
God or man. While the official notice 
has not yet been given out it is 
common talk on the streets of Tokio 
that--the Marquis Ito is to be crowned

King 'of Corea with the guaranteed 


- ^protectorate of Che Empire of Japan. 


^-T-A'Hsa-vagey predatory wq,rfareMs~be- 
ing carried on by roving bands of 
revolutionary Coreans who resist the 
invasion of the Japanese. ^No pris- 
oners are taken with a view of ex- 
change; the fights have been one hor- 
I r i d and sickening scene of indiscrimi- 
nate massacre and the bodies of pris- 
oners have been mutilated beyond the

power of recognition. 
At first the 
' 
Japanese protested against such bar- 
barous warfare, but the Coreans paid 
no heed to their protests and they 
would not even allow the Japs t(5 buy 
their dead, which in Japan is regard- 
ed- as one of- the most sacred of all 
mortal duties. At last the Japs cap- 
tured 16 Coreans who were caught 
in the act of tearing up the rails at 
a curve of the railroad, where the 
fast train would have been dashed 
over a rocky precipice to be buried 
in a roaring tide below. The train 
carried a large party of distinguished 
Japanese and a number of eminent 
and wealthy Coreans who were in 
favor of the Japanese protectorate. 
'These murderous Coreans were made 


/ 
to dig their own graves; they were 
/ 
told to kneel and then their hands 
1 
were tied behind them; they were 
placed on the edge of the graves to 
be executed, but they were not al- 
lowed to face their ^executioners, 
which form of death is regarded as 
the most honorable that can be ac- 
corded a soldier condemned to die 
for any capital offence. 


You will call to mind the case of 
Major Andre in the Revolutionary 
War. 
He had been up the Hudson 


! 
. river and negotiated the surrender 
of West Point with the traitor, Bene- 
dict Arnold; he was tried by a drum- 
/ 
head courtmartial and condemned to 
be hung as a spy. 
Gen. Israel Put- 


) 
nam was in command; Major Andre 
was a young and brave soldier, be- 


, loved by his companions and all who 
knew him;- he was not afraid to die 
but he begged General Putnam to ac- 
cord him a soldier's death—not to be 
blindfolded and that he be allowed 
to die facing his executioners; this 
the General positively refused, re- 
membering with bitterness the treat- 
ment of his dear young friend and 
officer, Nathan Hale, whose statue 
stands In immortal bronze on the 
spot where he was hanged over a 
century and a quarter ago. When 
Sir Henry Clinton heard that Major 
Andre was condemned to be hung he 
sent a request to General Putnam 
that the Major be accorded a soldier's 
death, intimating that'if this were 
not done he would institute a course 
of reprisals on every Yankee prisoner 
that fell into-his hands. General Put- 
nam was a hard-shell Christian who 
believed In the old Mosaic law, "An 
eye for an - eye and - a tooth for a 
tooth." Sir Henry Clinton's message 
reached General Putnam just as the 
improvised gallows was finished and 
the hangman was adjusting the black 
cap; General Putnam sat down on a 
fallen tree and wrote the following 
note, • whict has become historic: 
"Sir Henry Clinton: 
Major Andre, 
an officer in His Majesty's service, 
was captured within the lines held 
by our forces, having documents on 
hia person which proved him to be a 
spy. He was tried as a spy, condemn-

WARNING TO HUNTERS 


Flicker and Meadow Lark Are Not 


Game Birds. 


Secretary 
Kalbfus of the State 


Game Commission, at Harrishurg, is- 
sued a statement to all hunters in 
Pennsylvania, warning them that it 
is a crime to kill any bird not special- 
ly named in the game laws. 


"It has come to my knowledge,' 


says Commissioner Kalbfns, "that 
the Impression has gotten abroac 
that the meadow lartt and flicker 
were made game birds by the last 
Legislature, - the season for them 
opening on the first of September 
and extending to the first day of De- 
cember. This is a mistaken idea. No 
such bill has been passed by the Leg 
islature or signed by the Governor 
Both these birds are extremely valu 
able to agriculture, and more worthy 
of protection as insectivorous birds 
than almost any other bird that I 
might name." 


Hunters and others will save them 


selves a lot of trouble by observing 
the above facts.

A R O U N D T H E W O R L D 


Embalming of the Egyptians Was 


Wonderful but Pymmids Could 


be Easily Duplicated Today. 


Some four thousand years ago 


there lived a king whose name was 
Rameses and whose title among the 
people was Pharaoh. 
He was an en- 


terprising ruler and cruel in his ex- 
actions of forced labor from 
the 


slaves of his kingdom. He built great 
cities along the Nile and lined their 
splendid avenues with sphinxes in 
granite and other monuments. There 
is no ancient Byptian king whom we 
knew so well, not merely by his great 
works and 
the 
inscriptions upon 


them, but by his numerous portraits 
which have been found. 
He came to 


the throne in his earlj youth and 
reigned sixty years. 
Among his sub- 


jects was a large and prolific tribe of 
Israelites, who, if not actual slaves to 
the king and the aristocracy, were re- 
duced to a condition of compulsory 
labor equivalent to servitude. There 
was race suicide in the higher classes 
then as now and this Pharaoh fore- 
saw in the rapid increase of his He- 
brew dependents an earlj prepon- 
derance in numbers and the danger 
of a rebellion in which they might 
succeed 
He resolved to forestall 


such an emergency by a very simple 
though not altogether innocent plan; 
he would kill the children of these 
people as fast as they were born All 
sorts of schemes ~w ere resorted to by 
distracted mothers to preserve their 
children from the execution of the 
order; how many succeeded we do 
not know. 
One of these mothers 


concealed her little one in the reeds 
of the Xile. A daughter of the king, 
in hunting a secluded place to take a 
swim, came upon the babe and the 
mother instinct asserting itself in the 
young -«oman she took it in charge 
and adopted it in the family of the 
king. The exemption ot this Hebrew 
foundling from the decree of slaugh- 
ter to please the fancy of a girl was 
the biggest mistake that Rameses 
made in his entire reign. 


These incidents related in 
the 


Bible and leferred to by some of the 
hieroglyphics, transpired two thous- 
and years before Rome or Greece 
were founded and twenty-five cen- 
turies before the time of Christ. 
Since then Solomon has lived and 
died; Alexander has conquered'the 
world; the Caesars have seen the 
most splendid edifice of Roman gov- 
ernment and civilization reel and tot- 
ter on the fulcrum of its magnifi- 
cence and practically the entire his- 
tory of the -world, of which we have 
any knowledge, has been made, and 
all the kings and all the notables of 
whose careers we read are dead and 
their bones resolved into dust from 
which they sprang. 


And yet the other day I stood by 


a glass case in the museum of Cairo 
and looked into the wide-open eyes 
and into the face—a face as well pre- 
served as if the spark of life had de- 
parted only yesterday—of a Pha- 
raoh dead 4,000 years and more. 
It 


was the veritable body of the king 
who reared Moses to manhood and 
gave him that education and mental 
training 
\vhich fathered the first 


great code of moral and civil la-ws. 
Wrapped in the crumbling shrouds 
of forty centuries, preserved by an art 
that perished with his civilization, 
his head unmarred by the chisel of 
time and every feature intact, nis big 
blue ejes staring at the curious 
throngs as if suddenly aroused from 
heavy sleep and wondering at his 
strange environment, this mummied 
figure is, in my humble opinion, the 
greatest marvel of the world todaj. 
Talk about the pyramids—they are 
nothing but rock, and rock is as en- 
during as time itself. Talk about the 
sculpture of Greece—'tis an art du- 
plicated by the chisels of the present. 
But to lift a human body almost 
totally 
preserved 
from 
its tomb 


where it has lain for a longer time 
than any pile of stone except the 
pyramids 
themselves—forty 
cen- 


turies in the grave—there is nothing 
so interesting in all the museums of 
the world, in all the records of his- 
tory, 


I felt almost as if I were in the 


actual presence of a Pharaoh in his 
palace in the rudimentary epochs 
when the world was in its infancy 
and men were children. Those fixed 
blue eyes, startled, yet composed, the 
long, sloping brow, the curved nose, 
the lips half open as if about to speak 
in answer to the sighs of wonder and 
the queries as to his career, the lus- 
trous maroon of his complexion, his 
close-cropped ttair, not yet despoiled 
of its brilliant gloss, how miracu- 
lously natural, more so than the 
corpse of a day in our time! 
In this 


wonderful 
preserving process 
the

As'I write these lines, 
and ever and anoa as my mind drifts 
back to Egypt and its resurrected 
wonders, old Pharaoh haunts me and 


continue to haunt me till I join 


him on the mistv shores beyond the 
mystic Styx 
I was i,rompted to ask 


him about the untold things in the 
life of the Isiaelites, -who dislodged 
the mammoth blocks of stone from 
solid sjdes of the hills and sledded 
them, ander snapping muscles, across 
the sands till thej laj in massive 
and enduiing symmetry on the monu- 
ments he builded. His -uife, a queen- 
ly mummy by his side, with a smile 
of i oyai vanity, as well preserved as 
he (and both lestored to \outhful 
looks by the embalmers) would have 
told it all I imagined as a woman 
usually does, should any of our partj 
have irreverently pressed her for the 
story. 


Wonderful! 
AVondeiful, 
these 


corpses of royalty1 
And there are 


others. The next Pharaoh would not 
let his workmen go until 
seven 


plagues in succession sof'tened his 
stubbornness, and w ho reconsidered 
and gave them chase until his pur- 
suing soldiers perished in the sea; 
this Pharaoh, too, has been found 
asleep in his tomb and transferred to 
more airy and commodious quarters 
in the museum. He is old and trou- 
bled by something, and looks the 
cruel monarch that he was. 
Their 


identification is complete in this ex- 
cavator's morgue; their deeds are 
written on the very coffins where 
they lie, and if the skeptic doubts 
the story of Moses let him stand in 
the presence of these ancient dead 
and read the verification of the Bible 
narrative. 


After looking upon these men and 


women, risen like a Lazarus from 
their tombs, I could find little inter- 
est in the multitude of sphinxes in 
granite that posed on pedestals in 
scores of rooms in the museum nor 
in those strange picture characters 
cut into obelisks or carved elaborate- 
ly in colors on sarcophagi and mum- 
my cases, nor in the crude and ama- 
teurish sculpture of Egyptian per- 
sons where the arms are on the same 
side of the body and joined to it in 
curved instead of angles, with their 
big almond eyes, with towels folded 
on their heads, in their kilts and 
their feet always in an uncomfortable 
position. 
I could not tarry long at 


those stone freaks of an ibis head on 
a human body, nor in those rooms 
where jewelry and household furni- 
ture such as were in use 4,000 years 
ago were on display; for as curiosi- 
ties they were so far inferior to the 
undecayed people who have been 
handed down with them as to be by 
them overshadowed in interest. 


But the pyramids! 
Of these the 


world has known and wondered al- 
most from the time when Eden blos- 
somed in the fruition of creation. 
For 6,000 years they have stood un- 
disturbed by vandalism or time save 
in those petty riflings which avarice 
and folly have made upon them. Like 
giants, unfearing and untiring senti- 
nels on duty from creation to the 
judgment, they stand on the verge of 
the desert and in the green fringe of 
the valley, overshadowing all els« 
ancient or modern, and overwhelm- 
ing the beholder with their puissant 
massireness 
and 
ancient 
lineage. 


They stand six miles from Cairo on 
the otb,er side of the river. 
A fine 


paved road leads from the bridge 


under the interlocking branches o 
crook-trunked 
and 
angular-limbed 


trees on either side, obscuring the 
sun, 
all the way to the very feet o 


the pyramids. 
An elecfiric car runs 


along the side of this beautiful roac 
and is always full of tourists. 


In the early morning we drove to 


the pyramids in a carriage. At this 
early hour we were privileged to see 
great numbers of camels on their waj 
to market from the green fields of 
the valley with their burdens, o: 
alfalfa, bulks so large that they ob- 
scured all the animal but his ugly 
lower joints and his ungainly head 
and rubber neck. 
Through the foli- 


age of the trees the immense forms 
of the pyramids grew upon the vis- 
ion, more and more, until at the edge 
of the sands, where the Sahara rises 
for its stupendous sweep of desola- 
tion to the far Atlantic, they towered 
in majesty up to the very burning 
dome of the sky, two of them the an- 
cient original couple and a third so 
small that it looks like a sprout that 
has sprung up in later years from 
the union of the first primeval pair. 
The ascent to the base of the pyra- 
mids was too steep for the carriages 
or else the fee we had paid was not 
steep enough to prolong the ride that 
far. 
At any rate we did not care, 


and leaping from the carriages we 
ran, almost consumed with interest 
and anticipation, along th« spiral, 
sandy 
course, 
fighting 
our 
way 


through white-shirted guides, who 
besought us for employment 


Ah! what a tremendous structure 


is old Cheops: thirteen acres of rock 
his great base, his summit 480 feet 
above the ground and that, too, with 
forty feet of his original top missing. 
His massiveness is made of units of 
stone four feet by four by fifteen and 
twenty feet long on an average, some 
of them smaller, some even larger. 
At first his four triangular sides were 
covered with a veneer of polished 
slabs of red granite, but these were 
taken away by the kaliphs to be used 
n the construction of public build- 
ngs of their own hundreds of jears 
ago. 
An Arabian writer of the thir- 


teenth century speaks of this vandal- 
sm and tells how "people without 
sense" destroyed the ancient monu- 
ments in search of gold and treasuie 
and 
adds 
that 
when 
treasure 


-vas no longer expected they carried 
av, ay the very stones for use as build- 
ng material. 
He says he saw the 


workmen of the son of the great Mo- 
lammedan general, Saladin, doing 
heir utmost to tear down the third 
and smallest pyramid, which was 
cased with polished granite, but as 
hey could only dislodge two stones 
a day the work proved too costly and 
was abandoned. When the historian 
asked one of the workmen if he 
would put one of the stones in place 
igain for 1,000 pieces of gold, his 
eply was that he could not do so 
were the reward a thousand times 
)ne thousand pieces of gold 
In the 


econd pyramid—that of Khafra, the 
mate of Cheops and slightly smaller 
—there is quite a patch of these pol- 
shed facing blocks still in place, and 
rom these we can gather an idea of 
how the pyramids looked in their 
original condition. 


But with 
all the depredations 


which the aged have made upon 
hese venerable piles there is no con- 
.iderable depreciation in their grand- 
eur and imposing magnificence. They 
tand today practically in all respects 
as they stood some six thousand 


ears ago when they received the 


mummied bodies of the king who 
)uilded them, and his family. Their

proceeded to exact its tribute from 
the people. And now that a prosecu- 
tion has been instituted and that 
there is some prospect that the great 
corporation may be made to disgorge 
some small portion of its ill-gotten 
gains, a hue and cry goes up from 
the self-righteous holders of stocks 
and bonds against this "unwarranta- 
ble interference with business enter- 
prise and financial stability." And 
when the President, in a not remote 
speech, declared that some remedy 
for the "swollen fortunes" which 
constitute "a menace to American in- 
stitutions and to commercial free- 
dom" must be found, the cry went 
up from the same »ources that he was 
preaching anarchy. President Roose- 
velt has his faults, like other men, 
and his administration has fallen far 
short of the perfection which he

In his last message to Congress the

Traveling BoOfordite Urges Home ] 


Improvement. 


Ravenswood, \V. Va., Sept. 24. 


This is one of a few towns of any 


size or note in this state that I have 
not visited before. I have frequently 
phoned here from Parkersburg but 
.this trip-I concluded to come -and 
shake hands with my friends. The 
ride of thirty-fiye mil.es from Park- 
«rsburg on an express train of the 
Ohio river road was a very pleasant 
-'one as It runs along the banks of the 
great Ohio all the way and the coun- 
try through which it passes is as fer- 
tile as can be, judging from the great 
big stalks of corn that will be ready 
to cut in a week; in fact some has 
oeen cut already. The ears were so 
large that the farmers were afraid 
that they (the big ears) would break 
the stalks down, hence they have cut 
quite a little. 
If Jack Frost stays 
away a week longer the soft corn will 
all be ripe and ready for the sickle. 
The fields seem to be farms in them- 
selves—so large. 
There are five passenger boats that 
pass here each way, every week; they 
ply between Pittsburg and Cincinnati 
and make many landings to accom- 
modate the farmers by bringing them 
supplies fpr their families and farms, 
and taking away their produce, stock, 
etc. While these boats are very nice 
and comfortable I scarcely ever take 
one as they travel so slow that the 
writer gets the fidgets. 


This town has about three thous- 
and inhabitants, many of them live, 
in elegant brick houses and I suppose 
kick their feet under their own 
tables. The town has two or three 
hotels; the Ravenswood House, on 
the river bank, boasts that it is the 
only hotel in the county with ele«tric 
lights, hot and cold water baths, and 
drinking water filtered and cooled 
without being adulterated by putting 
ice in it; well-cooked meals and clean 
beds a specialty. 
No 
bugs—oh! 
think of that. The location of this 
hotel is one that commands a view 
up and down the river for quite a dis- 
tance and no doubt if they could set 
up a meal like Eliza Heltzel every 
place would be filled in the spacious 
dining room at every meal. 
When the river gets on the ram- 


page those living along the "banks 
must move to the house tops and 
roost there until it subsides. 
The 
town is a healthy one. The manufac- 
tories are few; no town lots for sale 
and but-few coffins asked for from 
January to December. 
There is a 


wholesale grocery house here known 
as the Ravenswood Grocery Company 
and just why they would build such 
a magnificent building for their busi- 
ness I have not asked. 
They do a 


business of half a million a year and 
carry a stock of ninety thousand. All 
the business is managed by Ira S 
Bartlett and J. C. Fairfax, two young 
men. of thirty summers and thirty- 
one winters. Now, I don't mean by 
that that they are sixty-one, no, no 
They are hale, well-met fellows. 
I read last week's Gazette at Frank 
Dunkle's • in Parkersburg. 
By the 


way, both Mr. and Mrs. Dunkle have 
, been pinching themselves ever since 
'" Old Home Week to think that they 
had not gone and when they get tirec 
pinching themselves th'ey turn anc 
pinch one another and then the white 
dog; all this because of their disap- 
pointment. 
I see that there is a possibility or 


probability of Bedford, the dear old 
town, baring free delivery from the 
postoffice. Let me urge your counci" 
to at once put up the signs and num- 
bers that nothing may be lacking 
when the man with the card in his 
vest pocket arrives. 
' 
I have been making inquiries as to 
cost of paving and when I get some 
more data will talk to you about pav- 
ing the principal streets of Bedford 
It can be done, it will be done some 
day, and I would like right much to 
see it done in my time, so that when 
you want to sail off in your airship 
you won't have to wade out in a mud- 
dy street to take passage. Let us be- 
gin by paving from Hartley's Bank to 
the school house or beyond, and Pit 
street from Cromwell's to the Shover 
run bridge. I tell you when I strike 
towns like Meyersdale, with elegan 
paved streets, it makes me feel that 
we are lacking In this one particular 
I hope iviayor Jordan will bring up 
the matter in Council.

WIJLL OKEY TWO-CENT LAW 


Pcniisy, Beading and B. & O. An- 


nounce New Schedule of Pares. 
Following the announcement that 


no change would be made in the pres- 
et' commutation rates for October, 
officials of both the Pennsylvania and 
leading stated last" week that all 
single fare rates would be reduced to 
two cents a mile on October 1 to con- 
orm with, the/ new rate law which 
jeeomes effective "that day. The pres- 
ent excursion rates, which, in this 
section at least, have been on the 
basis of two cents per mile for some 
time will be continued, but as the 
rates will be on a parity >with the 
single fare the onlys advantage in 
their purchase will be one of conveni- 
ence. 


No change of limitation as to time 


on these tickets will be made for, as 
one official expressed it, "We do not 
intend to issue excursion tickets good 
for next year." Although the rates 
on these tickets are generally on the 
basis of two cents a mile, some ad- 
justment will have to be made to 
some points, as in a number of in- 
stances the present excursion rate is 
from two to ten cents in excess of the 
round trip fare on an actual two- 
ents-a-mile basis.

The west has always been some- 


thing of a vagabond, possessing a 
name without a local habitation. 
Originally, the west meant the prim- 
eval wilderness. 
Nine out of ten 


eastern folks would find it inconveni- 
ent to 'explain their understanding 
of where and what the west really is. 
Along with the word, they adopt a 
shadowy notion that western men, 
manners, and morals are somehow 
radically distinct from,those of oth- 
er 
communities 
The progressive 


conquest of'the wilderness crowded 
the west westward to the Missouri, 
then to the Rocky mountains, then 
to the shores of the Pacific. 
Illinois 


does not like to be called a western 
state. 
Iowa is almost as sensitive 


about it. 
It is only when you get 


into Colorado, Wyoming and Mon- 
tana that you hear the people say, 
with a definite frankness, "Yes, may- 
be we are western 
What are you 


going to do about it?" But if you go 
on to the 
Pacific new 
confusion 


awaits you 
The Oregonian or Cali- 


fornian speaks of Denver as the east, 
and to the Denverite, Kansas City is 
hopelessly eastern. 
Naturally, such 


notions reacted upon the people and 
resulted in the production of those 
quaint and picturesque types. 


The familiar bad man of western 


lore was the product, not of wicked- 
ness, but of imtrammeled freedom. 
He was merely the normal good man 
of older states, escaped from the law- 
fenced highways of back east, going 
across a wide expanse of country at 
his own gait. 
It was lawless in a 


nairow sense, in that it was inde- 
pendent. 
If you will look at the 


matter without prejudice you will 
discover that the balance of the law- 
abiding spirits is decidedly in favor 
of the west 
In proportion to popu- 


lation there is, today, twice as mtich 
crime in Massachusetts as in Oregon. 
In proportion to population Oregon's 
expenditure for educational purposes 
is annually twice as great as that of 
Massachusetts. 
In Oregon the rich 


valley farming land, the foot hills of 
the mountains and the high table- 
lands are 
sprinkled 
with college 


towns. 


In point of efficiency, in preparing 


men and women for the serious busi- 
ness of life, western educational in- 
stitutions are second to none 
Some 


of the greatest industrial feats of this 
generation have been wrought in the 
far west, by men born, bred and edu- 
cated on the sunset side of the Mis- 
souri. Oiegon is an industrial state 
More than any other of the western 
states, it measures the motives of its 
every-day life by the industrial scale. 
If any part of the west is able to 
show independence of other parts, it 
will be an industrial independence. 
In this particular alone can Oregon 
be said to have a separate existence 
in the present day. 


Not many years ago the working 


west was dependent upon the old 
east. Nearly everything it had to sell 
must go through eastern channels. 
Everything it bought came from the 
east 
In neither case had they any- 


thing to say about price. 
A change 


has been wrought within the last 
decade 
Very few persons appreciate 


the volume of traffic in western food- 
stuffs. 
Last June the writer, while 


visiting at Redrock, Mont., saw one 
hundred and eleven car loads of fat 
cattle shipped to Portland to supply 
Alaska 
and the 
Philippines 
with 


dressed beef. 
Heretofore the bulk 


of exported foodstuffs has gone to 
Europe but within four or five years 
Asiatic markets have begun to yearn 
for American corn and wheat. 


Nebraska, for several years, has 


sent trainloads of grain across the 
mountains to the Pacific ports for 
shipment to India and China. The 
eastern states can have no consider- 
able part in this. 
Oregon 4s thus 


evolving a commercial independence 
of the eastern states. It is no longer 
a wild and woolly sort of no-man's- 
land. 
The eastern traveler who is 


out for pleasure, and the more ob- 
serving traveler, the home-seeker, are 
just now paying their respects to 
eastern. Oregon. And from whatever 
aide the region is entered the passage 
is through a, field of activities. New 
towns are rising, old ones are ex- 
panding, every day adds some new 
trade or business to meet the multi- 
plying needs of the community. Their 
wealth is in the hundreds of thous- 
ands of level acres which spring Into 
fruit and alfalfa farms at the touch 
of water. It is also in the mines, but 
the mines are more the occupation

The panorama of

For twenty miles the 
Hood River Valley stretches away to 
the s,outh, with an average width of 
five miles.

000 acres of well-tilled fruit land has 
just been shipped ten trainloads of 
apples, that sold for $3 a box-of forty 
pounds, ^hich is the highest price 
ever received for apples in the west.

that the trip of all mountain trips 
may be taken 
For miles and miles, 


the" mighty Columbia is seen winding 
its way through the *reat section, 
while in every direction, as far as 
eye can reach, stretch productive 
fields and fertile valley*. Far up on 
the mountain slopes the dense, dark 
forests stand out m pretty eontrast 
to the crystal waters below. 
The 


large trees, logging-camps, and saw- 
mills of Oregon are a surprise to the 
tender foot.

awake river towns, in plain view of 
fish wheels, scooping salmon from 
the river, past many polntg of inter- 
est the train winds its way, closely

Thousands of acres of untilled 


lands lie between ranchen that are 
beautiful with trees, and rich with 
paying crops. 
Irrigation is the only 


definite guarantee the farmer may 
know; without it, something of the 
nature of gambling pertains to all of 
its operations. 
But Oregon has six 


million dollars available for irriga- 
tion, which is one million dollars 
more than any other state can boast. 
The country is abundantly supplied 
with streams which are filled with 
water when irrigation is most needed. 
Agricultural prospects are promising. 
Their greatest need is of- homa and 
laborers and these' deinwencies each 
year is making haste to supply. 
The great free grazing lands are 
nearly gone but the cattle industry 
in the same territory is increasing 
There are wide scopes of country that 
have missed the whistles of locomo- 
tive and the noise and bustle that the 
railroad implies. 
But they have al- 


ready joined the 
swift march to 


which the entire west is keeping step.
